YUKON TO BE LINK IN AIR MAIL 


WINNIPEG—An important link in 
the proposed all-British round-the- 
world air system, the 957 mile stretch 
from Edmonton to Whitehorse, Yukon 
will be bridged July 5 when a passen- 
ger and airmail service is inaugurated, 
George Herring of Ottawa announced 
here Wednesday.. 

The weekly service will be started 
by a Canadian commercial flying com- 
pany, United Air Transport of Ed- 
monton, and will connect with the 
Pan-American route from Whitehorse 
to Nome, Alaska, on the Pacific coast.

AIRSHIP HINDENBURG CRASHES 


LAKEHURST, N.J.—Her silvery 
bulk shattered by a terrific explosion, 
the German air liner Hindenburg 
plunged in flames at the United 
States naval air station here Thurs- 
day night, May 6, with indications 
at least one-third of the 97 aboard 
perished. 

The American Zeppelin Company, 
through its press representative Har- 
rv Bruno, placed the death toll at 
85 of the 97 aboard. 

The passengers, who were waving 
gaily a minute before from the ob- 
servation windows that slit the bellv 
of the dirigible were so stunned they 
could not describe later what hapnen- 
ed. Some jumped to the sandy land- 
ing field along with members of the 
crew. Others seemed to have been 
pitched from the careening sky liner 
as it made its death plunge. 

An explosion of the No. 2 sas cell 
toward the stern of the shin was 
named as the cause of the disaster 
by the State Aviation Commissioner 
Gill Robb Wilson, who called the blast 
“strange.” The highly-inflammable 
hydrogen gas billowed into fierce 
flame as the exnlosion plummeted the 
shin to the airfield, Ground spectators 
said the crew members in the stern 
of the ship “never had a chance” to 
escane.

The shin had aneled her hlynt noe 
toward the moorine mast. the snider 
like landine lines had heen snaked 
down from her helly and the rronnd 
crew had erasned the rones fram the 
nose when the evnlasinn roored ant 
seatterine ground crew and snecta- 
tors alike.
